U.S. TAXES DOWN FOREIGN RAT HOLES

We note that the Heap Big Man that 
occupies the White House down in Wash- 
ington, while prating about his alleged 
economy in government on one side of his 
political mouth, and lambasting the spending 
proclivities of the Democrats on the other, 
has just submitted to congress another of 
his very high budgets -- in fact one of the 


highest national budgets of all time -- and 
among other things is asking Congress to 
grant him a cool billion dollars of the tax- 
payers’ money to slather around the world 


in unlawful ultra vires spending, a large 
part of it to go in direct aid to the several 
outright Communist countries as in the 
past, and whom he knows we will ulti- 


mately have to fight in what may prove 
to be a war of utter annihilation. 

This, indeed, is a. strange situation, 
particularly as we recall the patriotic and 
highly emotional promises the Great Man 
stepped aside to make as the coveted 
mantle of Presidential Authority was being 
draped around his shoulders when he took 
the oath of office at the close of his initial 
campaign. For one brief moment on that 
important occasion he felt his grave 
responsibility to the American people and 
gave evidence of being a man. But the 
moral stamina to respond to that patriotic 
impulse and abide that solemn promise did 
not seem to be in him, for as soon as the 
ceremony was over he promptly forgot his 
promise -- the resolve he had made with 
his hand upon the Bible -- submitted to the 
pressure of his so-called aids, and from that 
time on has been following the great, broad 
road to the left. 

Of course that sort of thing would never 
have been permitted in the days when men 
were men and we lived by the precepts of 
the Constitution; but since the Augean 
Stables of the State Department have 
never been cleaned of their accumulated 
filth since Franklin Delano packed it with 
Reds from across the pond in the early 
days of his administration, we can look 
for almost anything to happen in the land 
we love and the country we call our home. 

At first blush the foregoing may sound 
like a little idle bombast. But when we 
reflect that it was only a comparatively 
few short years ago that we shipped the 
paper, ink, and plates to Communist Soviet 
Union to run off whatever currency she 
might require to avoid an impending 
collapse, recently estimated at many bill- 
ions of dollars and apparently growing ever 
larger; and when we further stop to con- 
sider that during the past 12 years, accord- 
ing to statistics from the Library of Cong- 
ress in Washington, Communist Albania 
has been given over 20 million of our good 
American dollars, Communist Czechoslov- 
akia over 185 million and over 29 million in 
credits, Communist East Germany over 17 
million, notwithstanding they still refuse 
to surrender the nine American fliers they 
are holding in violation of international 
law and common decency, Communist 
Hungary over 17 million and over 15 mill- 
ion in credits, notwithstanding their ruth- 
less slaughter of thousands of Hungarian 
boys and girls in their recent ill-starred 
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Here is a picture of Clement Attlee taken at the Presidential Government House 
balcony in Madrid, Spain in 1937. At this time the Communists were still in control 
of Spain. Shown in this picture with Attlee are Gen. Jose Miaja, commander of the 
Communist troops, Palmiro Togliatte, leading Italian Communist, and Marshal Tito, 
Communist dictator of Yugoslavia. Also shown in this picture is Commissar Anton 
of the Communist Army, and, as late as 1950, he was head of the Spanish Comm- 
unist Party. Note Attlee giving clenched fist Communist Salute. This was during the 
war between Gen. Franco’s army and Communist forces from 22 Countries. This war 
cost a million and half lives. The International Brigade (Communist) published this 
picture in their official publication “Our Fight” along with a handwritten letter from 
Attlee from which we quote: “I should like to give my best wishes to all the 
Brigade and especially to the English Company. I assure them of our admiration and 
will try to tell our Comrades at home of what I have seen. Workers of the World, 
Unite !” So this is Clement Attlee now being entertained and honored in the U.S. by

F.D.Roosevelt’s spending was frightening 
as he raised the National debt on the tax- 
payers. Truman proved to be more extrav- 
gant. During his lasi year as President, 
his operating expenses of the White House 
were $2,467,000. Eisenhower, who would 
have you believe he is economizing, spent 
during the fiscal year ending June 30 to 
operate the White House $5,0!3,750. This 
does not cover many extra services charged 
to other departments such as two helicop- 
ters paid for and maintained by the Marine 
Corps, and the luxury plane “Columbine” 
paid for by the Air Force. And he has two 
launches paid for and maintained by the 
Navy. When Woodrow Wilson took office 
the National debt was one billion. Today 
in spite of efforts to prevent the taxpayers 
from learning all, the debt is around 300 
billion - the interest alone about 8 billion a 
year.

CLEMENT ATTLEE

Clement Attlee, former British Prime 
Minister, spoke at Westfield, N. J., Feb. 18, 
and again in Union on Feb. 23, at the 
INNewark State College. Both meetings were 
well attended and sponsored by people who 
are regarded as respectable Americans. 

Attlee prides himself as being a Social- 
ist. We ask the reader to examine this 
article and decide, is he a Communist ?. 

Newspapers reporting his speech state 
he called on the U.S: to have closer contact 
with Communist Soviet Union. He said the 
attitude of having nothing to’ do with 
Communists is wrong; that we must learn 
to get along with Communists; that basi- 
cally they have the same aspirations as 
we for a better life.

City and county areas throughout Cali- 
fornia and throughout the United States 
are being pressured and cajoled into accept- 
ing what is touted as a “new” form of 
government,deceptively known as Metro- 
politanism or “Home Rule.” States are 
being told that their constitutions are 
“out moded” and must be rewritten to bring 
them up to date -- or killed off anda 
“modern” constitution substituted. 

The open and obvious purpose of all 
this is to persuade the people to give up 
their voting power, their right to elect 
the men who make and administer the 
laws and to substitute an appointed 
State Manager and an appointed Area 
Manager who will in turn appoint all the 
administrative officials whom we have 
heretofore had the right to elect. In other 
words it is centralized government under 
a dictator and his appointed subordinates 
whom we, the people, have no right or 
power to touch, either to put in office or 
to remove. 

This is being sold to Americans as a 
“new” form of government. There is noth- 
ing new about it. It is as old as the oldest 
tyranny or dictatorship the world has ever 
seen. It was under this form of government 
that Nebuchadnezzar and other Oriental 
kings ruled Great Babylon hundreds and 
even thousands of years before Christ, and 
Pharaoh ruled Egypt at the time of Moses. 
It was under this form of government that 
the French kings ruled before the revolu- 
tion and it is thus, the Soviet Presidium 
rules Russia today. 

We are the only nation in the world 
that has ever completely freed itself from 
this appointive dictatorship. We fought a 
Revolution for the right to elect those who 
govern us. Rosalie Gordon, in her excell- 
ent book, “Nine Men Against America,” 
($3.00) has said of our federal system: 

“This was the first and oniy system of 

government in history which made 

impossible the growth of an all- 
powerful central government --be it 
republic, monarchy, democracy, or 
dictatorship. . . They (the would-be

France, Germany, and England are praised 
as far superior to ours. 
And what arguments are the “scientific 


dictators) must have complete central 

authority; otherwise their tyranny 

cannot withstand the revolt of men 

who wish to be free.” 
America can never be brought completely 
under a ‘Socialist dictatorship until our 
forty-nine Sovereign State Republics are 
liquidated and their governmental powers 
taken over by local “Metropolitan areas” 
which can be directed from a central head- 
quarters. 

Isn’t it perfectly plain, then, why we 
are having this vehement drive toward 
the abolition of local governments and 
the centralization of power in a few hands? 
The internationalist super-government boys 
are at work again -- and have been for a 
long time. We know they have practically 
taken over our federal government. We are 
just discovering how far-reaching are their 
plans and how thoroughly they have laid 
the foundation for “making over” all our 
local governments, There are 22 organ- 
izations with headquarters at 1313 East 
60th Street, Chicago, Illinois, which have 
been busy -- some of them for more than 
50 years -- laying these foundations. 

In “A Half Century of Municipal Re- 
form, the History of the National Municipal 
League,” by Frank Mann Stewart (pub- 
lished in 1950 by University of California 
Press, Berkeley and Los Angeles), we find 
on page 80 this proposal for a “model state 
government”’: 

“A single-chambered legislature would 

select from its own members a legis- 

lative council of nine members. The 
chairman of the council would have 
the title of governor but no veto or 
appointive power. An administrative. 
manager would be appointed by the 

legislative council . 

On page 39 is foreshadowed the eventual 
transfer to the central government of all 
actual state powers: 

“The State control has been pre- 

served, but its exercise has been taken 

from the legislative and entrusted to 
the administrative officers, wherever 
it has been felt that its preservation 
is absolutely necessary.” 

The more centralized governments of

Our present system of local. elected 
governments is inefficient, and unnecessarily 
expensive, according to the “experts”. 

To some extent that may be true. A 
dictatorhip is always more “efficient” than 
a republican form of government’ --. if “by 
efficiency is meant the swift ability~ to 
translate law into action. The dictatorship 
may also be more economical in terms ‘of 
money. But by what measure can. we 
reckon the cost of dictatorship. in terms 
of human freedom, human dignity, and its 
toll of suffering and oppression! Are we 
willing to sacrifice so much, for the pro- 
mise of the saving of a few dollars? “In 
the long run, dictatorships always turn out 
to be more expensive in every way be- 
cause unlimited power inevitably leads to 
unlimited abuse of power, and unchecked 
spending. (Remember, the people would 
have no means of removing an adminis- 
trator, no matter what he did!) 

It is quite evident that the “scientific 
experts” agree with Henry Wallace that 
“the people are too d--n dumb to know 
what's good for them.” Since the “trained 
planners ” consider themselves to be the 
only ones who know how this government 
ought to be run -- therefore it is the duty 
of the people to hand the control over to 
them and their “‘new’’ government! 

It is an Aladdin’s lamp deal! You re- 
member that Aladdin’s wife was persuaded 
by the scheming uncle to exchange the old 
lamp which had given them - and could 
continue to give - all that they needed or 
wanted, for a glittering, shiny new lamp 
--which could give them nothing. 

If the American people are persuaded 
to hand over their God-given rights under 
our God-inspired Constitution, in exchange 
for the glittering, empty promises of the 
scheming “experts” they will prove Henry 
Wallace was right. And they will deserve 
the Communist -dominated, One - World 
Government they will get.
